But that thought only re- 
elects your ignorance «zf the geo¬ 
graphy of this country, particularly 
of Florida. 

Florida, for many years known at 

• mly a playground for the idle rich, 
later became known as a rival of Cal¬ 
ifornia m the orange industry, and 
has in still later years supplanted the 
western fruit in many parts of ihc 
country Tiler? are many m«ir c sur¬ 
prising things that should be known 
about the iiatnru! resources of the 
peninsular mate. before expressing 
surprise at the wonderful develop¬ 
ment lluii i» taking place I started 
out to till you something about a 
ranch—a real cattle ranch, and that 
tight in the heart of Florida 

t Uceola county has gained a repu¬ 
tation for the large number of cattle 
raised annually, but there arc thous¬ 
ands of people that have no idea ot 
what an important item the cattle 
product of the state really is. There 
are millions of heads of cattle in the 
state on the open range, where the 

• >wner of the cattle own# • no and. 
These herd* are given no amntion 
except at the semi-annual or annual 
round-up and marking of calves. They 
find enough feed all year round to 
keep life extant, and "cow punchers* 
round out just about regular time 
'hunting' cattle through the wood¬ 
land# and other places over the open 
range, keeping the herd# of marks 
and brands that belong to one ownct 
an near otic part owitn range as prac¬ 
ticable. 

Years ago the first white settlers 
that became on good terms with the 
Indians, and descendants of the or¬ 
iginal Spanish explorers that nan 
dropped a cattle man here and there, 
became traders in cattle with the In¬ 
dians who then had small herds.

fairly well nearly every season on the 
native grass, and Cuba any some 
South American ports created a fa»r 
demand for the stock that was raised 
with #0 little care. 

When the Spanieh-Amcrican war 
broke out. attention wa# directed to 
the herds in Florida by reason ot 
their proximity to the place needed 
for loud, and many new cattle men 
were added to the lists of ranchman. 
At about the same time more atten¬ 
tion was paid to the Mock that was 
offered to the market, and although 
that was twenty year* ago there are 
yrt a few pf those old-time methods 
observed among cattle raisers In the 
state Not having to *»wn a ranch, 
why should they attempt t » improve 
herds that mix with other herd# that 
Hava no attention? So it Is with de¬ 
light one may visit a modern ranch, 
where every acre of the land i» under 
• ence and cro*x-fcnced to keep certain 
orands and breeds together, and 
where real energy is exerted in their 
efforts to raise the standard of stock 
that is sent to market two or three 
times each year Aaide from the an¬ 
nual roundups, attention Is given a: 
regular intervals to the condition of 
the cattle, and 4 sharp lookout is 
kept for any disease that might re¬ 
sult in the loss or disaster to the herd. 
Of such a ranch I want to write to 
the readers of the St. Cloud Tribune. 

I had the ptcasuic recently to be 
invited to spend the day at what has 
for several year* been known as the 
Canoe Creek Ranch, some fourteen 
miles south and west of St. Cloud, 
on the main public road from this 
city lo Whittier and Hassingcr. This 
ranch has become known as “Canoe 
Creel/ from the name of a water 
course that crosses through the up¬ 
per part of the lands, furnishing as it 
doe# a supply of fresh water for the 
stock in this part of the ranch. The 
creek was given its name by Indians 
that knew the value of the gracing 
lands long before the white map ever 
undertook the fencing of the vast 
acreage for pasture (or stock that wa* 
intended to be improved. 

At Cane* Creek there are « >me 
eighty five thousand acres of the fin¬ 
es: pasture to he found,ih the state, 
all under good fence, with cross fen¬ 
ces dividing the ranch into several 
different pastures. One can ride for 
a day over the placr and not see all 
the lands. In addition to the creek 
from which the place derives its 
name, the ranch has several miles >>! 
laki* frontage on the west, along the 
entire length «>f Lake Cypress and a 
large part of Lake Kissimmee, These 
two large lakes, with the creek, at 
ford all the water that is needed for 
the stock at all ttmec in the year 
Cattle will graze near the water, and 
when the lakes go lowrer and lower

to all thc people if they cannot get 
the newt, and as much of it as usual, I 
and at the same price as usual. 

So far no practicable plan seems to < 
be in sight. Thr most recent is tow 1 
brought forward by Senator Hitch- 1 
Cock, who proposes a tax on paper ' 
manufacturers Paper selling under 
$40 a ton would not be taxed, but ovci 1 
this a tax will be imposed, increasing < 
rapidly, till ptper selling at $*jo a ton < 
will he taxed $40 a toil. Senator 
Hitchcock is himtelTa newspaper pub¬ 
lisher, and we have no doubt his in¬ 
tentions are ihc licit In the w>>r 1 d, hut 
we do not see how his plan will be 
able to control the avaricious pipe 
manufacturers. It has been lhc res’ib 
with all nthir commodities so taxed 
that the manufacturer got the money 
for tbi* ux by simply rxt*aeting it 
from the consumer Very likely the 
same plan would be worked in tl is 
esse, and the user of paper w nibj be 
in an even worn* plight 

Paper manufacturers hlann ihc 
shortage on the scarcity of raw mater¬ 
ial. Tills raw material is sprues w>io«j 
pulp, and it will doubtless intercut 
thc general public to know »h*n the 
consumption of this material has r.*- 
•n several hundred per cent In the 
past 1 wo years not in pap« r m.«kmg 
however but in making *noKii**«» 
powder, prachvally all of which g..c* 
to Europe This explosive li tint.dy 
nllro-tclluliise, and the cellulose i* 
pnpuri'd Irom spruce wood pulp 
mostly Statistics recently unearthed 
show that a good deal more pulp i« 
going into powder than Into paper. 

It se*tns to us that if the nianu(.u- 
turers of smokeless powder were 
stopped or cut down to half the pres¬ 
ent output there would a* -»*k* *1. 
plenty of paprr pulp miter,.1! avail- 
xHc at reasonable prices, and n 1 fr.it- 
gtr any difficulty in gctthi 1 all the 
paper needed at former price*, and 
whether this will be dune or not can 
not be foretold, althnugu it I uk«* 
a cate of •‘not.” But few render* wil, 
d**t y that it is restly m ,r« impo'tunt 
btr the American people to us.* their 
fetests for their «wn newspaper* than 
to have the same material turned in¬ 
to cxplosixei for the me of the war¬ 


ring countries. The uew*p^p», I* tht 
moat powerful force lor the enlighten¬ 
ment and civilization if tli. world, as 
smokeless powder is the tWM power¬ 
ful force fur its destruction and bru¬ 
talisation. It Is one of the ironies 01 
fate that two such oppusitr agencies 
should be dependent on the same raw 
materials —Tampa Times.

Municipal Electric Plant Gives the Public 
Service Cheap Enough For Cooking, 
Heating and Domestic Purposes 


A leader of the Tribune hands in 
the Mlawtnn Story, from the W o« 
man a National W eekly, of the meth- 

ds ad<*pi«d by the municipal elec¬ 
tric plant of Tacoma, W ash., in fur¬ 
nishing electricity t" the public *»t 
tctnarkably low rates.

Tacoma. SV ash, firmly believe, n 
will have that distinction, because— 

With u municipal monopoly on 
lighting, it list lowered the rates to a 
point where electricity 11 cheaper than 
gas lor c** king, heating and other do¬ 
mestic purposes. 

For three year* this Puget Sound 
city has barred private competition. 
In some respects it has undercut even 
the famous Cleveland three-ceot 
rate. And for the user of more than 
ordinary lighting current it claims the 
lowest charge in the United States. 

At the same titne it has made a 
hands one profit on it* $3,445.°°° | 
plant and distributing system. 

"Just horac-aense efficiency applied 
to public service—that's the explana¬ 
tion," says Superintendent D. W. Col¬ 
lins. f >rmer private corporation offi¬ 
cial concerted tu municipal owner¬ 
ship. 

To other cities at the threshold of 
similar experiments the Tacoma 
achievement set a stirring example. 

The rate-fixing system adopted here 
was initiated by Superintendent Col¬ 
lins and ha* been pronounced by prn- 
minvn* engineers as the fairest ever 
devised. 

“It is bated on the sue of a man's 
home" explained Collins. 

"The toul florr space nf kitchen, 
dining room, living room, parlor ann 
pantries is recorded in square footage 
as 'working space.' To this is added 
one-half the 'idle space' of bathroom, 
bedroom!, hall* and other less used 
rooms. This total 'square footage, 
divided by i.oco und multiplied by 40 
• factors determined by the light dc 
parrment after tniuch exponmeutv 
tioni gives the kil/watt Hours for 
winch a maximum rate of five cents 
mutt be paid 

"After that, no matter how much 
current is used, nor for what purpose, 
the rat* drops to t Cent per kilowatt 

hour.** 

Suppose Mr*. Smith's regular light¬ 
ing lull, based nn square fooiage. is 
St ,1$ pvr month. She could use twice 
that much current for an additional 
cost of 27 cents. 

She could use electricity for cook¬ 
ing. home, laundry and many other 
purposes, cheaper than gas at $! per 
1.000 cubic feet 

\nd than’s just what an increasing 
number nf Tacoma housewives arc 
dning Hence the vision of a chim- 
neylrss city. 

"The 5 cent rate for an average 
amount of domestic current," said 
Collins, "pays all expense* for the 
city light department — operation, 
maintenance, interest on the bonded 
indebtedness, and ao on. 

"After that we can distribute the 
juice practically at cost, and that is 
wliat Tacoma does. 

"The net profits—$.141,944 in ig*4. 


and more during W15—which in pri¬ 
vate corporation* goea t«* pay div¬ 
idend* to a frw, un* returned here to 
all the people in public benehts.' 

The business lighting rate i» pro¬ 
portionately low. 

Power current is alto served by the 
municipal plant, but in this depart¬

"I am convinced." asserts Collins, 
'that 4 fiuitiKipat public service plant, 
properly run. is better than the best 
regulated private monopoly, both us 
to service and rate possibilities. 

"The average private monopoly 
shows a w <cful lack of efficiency, us 
l have found after many year* close 
study of them. 

"A former employe *'f mine. * 
a blacksmith, once said to me; 

"‘Knowledge is power, but horse 
sense is h r sc power.' 

"We have tried to follow the olJ 
man's homily in conducting our muni¬ 
cipal light plant. And we've found if
